As the gospel is preached and wher- 


ever It is preache% during the whole 
of this age we can only expect the ex- 
perience of Paul in chapter xxviii, 24, 
"Some believed and some believed 
not." 
Some are wholly indifferent and 


care for none of these things, while 
others violently oppose the truth. The 
comfort of the believer through it all 
Is that His word will always accom- 
plish His pleasure and that He is never 
discouraged (Isa. Iv, 11; xlii, 4). The 
resurrection of Jesus was accompanied 
by the resurrection of many of the 
saints (Matt, xxvii, 52. 53), and both 
His and theirs were 
resurrections 


from the dead. So also shall be the 
resurrection of all the righteous. 


We now find Annas and Caiaphas and 


their kindred, with the rulers and eld- 
ers and scribes, gathered at Jerusa- 
lem to inquire more fully concerning 
the healing of the man who had been 
lame from his birth, for all the city 
was starred because of the notable 
miracle that had been wrought, which 
no one could deny (verse 16). Peter 
and John being brought from prison 
this august assembly asked them, "By 
what power or by what name have ye 
done this?" This gives Peter another 
opportunity, and he who at one time 
asked the Lord Jesus not to think of 


• suffering and on that dreadful night 


three times denied that he knev Him 
Tsoldly rehearses the facts of the cruci- 
fixion of Jesus by these very men, as- 
serts His resurrection from the deac 
and assures them that the healing of 
this man was by that same Jesus. He 
quotes Ps. cxviii. 22, and has in mind 
Isa. sxviii, 16. 'which passages he also 
-quotes in his epistle (I Pet. ii, 4-8). He 
is bold because filled with the Spirit 
and the Spirit brings these words to 
his mind and utters them through him 
according to the promises of the Lore 
Jesus while He was yet with them in 
His humiliation (Matt, x, 19, 20; John 
xiv, 26). It is grand to hear Peter tel 
these proud Pharisees that there is n 
other way for even them to be saved 
liut by Him whom they bad crucified 
whom God raised from the dead. They 
must have remembered the meek fear 
lessness of Jesus when He stood be 
fore them, for they see something in 
these men to remind them of Jesu 
<verse 13). It should be our ambition 
so to be Spirit filled that those wh 
know us would be compelled to se 
something of Him In ns (II Cor. iv, 11) 
While they could not deny the miracl 
•nor the strange power in these un 
learned men, they determined to d 
what was In their power, as the; 
thought, to prevent the spread of thi 
-doctrine, 
and 
so after 
consultin 


among themselves, the apostles bavin 
been sent out, they recall them an< 
-command them not to speak at all no 
teach in the name of Jesus (verse IS) 
One cannot but think of the words in 
-the second psalm, "He that sltteth in 
the heavens shall laugh; the Lord shall 
liave them In derision." As they were 
men professing to fear God, these 
•priests and rulers, Peter replied that 
they must Judge for themselves wheth- 
er It was right to obey God or r an, 
"but boldlv, yet respectfully, adde / "We 
-cannot but speak the things wu.cb we 
"have seen and heard" (verse 20). 


What a contrast between these men 


and the majority of believers today, 
who seem to have seen in Jesus noth- 
ing worth mentioning to any one, for 
both In public and private they can so 
rapidly keep quiet about Him. Con- 
sider EHhu and Jeremiah, who were 
much like Peter and John (Job 
18-20; Jer. xs, 9). 


With further tbreatenings they were 


let go and at once went to their own 
company, who had doubtless been in 
prayer for them. They reported all 
that had been said and done, and with 
one accord these believers looked up 
to God as the Creator and quoted the 
words of the second psalm and. rest- 
ing in the eternal counsel of God 
prayed, not for deliverance from fur 
ther persecution, but only that they 
might speak the word of God with 
boldness and that God would accom- 
pany the word with signs and won- 
ders in the name of Jesus. They evi- 
dently feared no man, nor even death, 
but by faith saw the risen Christ at 
God's right hand for them and de- 
sired only to glorify Him. They were 
certainly in touch with the throne, for 
see the 
immediate response 
from 


thence—the place was shaken and all 
were filled with the Holy Spirit. There 
never was greater need than now for 
believers to be filled with the word 
of God and the Spirit of God and to 
speik that wo^d boldlv. 
It can only 


be done by seeing the ri^on Christ at 
God's ritrht hand on our behalf and b.v 
so seeing Him that we shall not see 
the face of man 
If we are ever afraid 


of man, we are evidently forgetting 
God, 
and if we live to please men we 


are not the servants of Christ (Isa. II, 
12, 13; Gal. I, 10). 


There is a qrand word for the serv- 


nnt of Christ in I Thcss. II, 4, "Allowed 
of God lo be put In trust with the gos- 
pel, even so we speak; not ns pleasing 
men, but God, who trieth our hearts." 
There is only one with whom we have 
to do, and to Him nlone^ must every 
one of us give accovint. Let our motto 
be, "The Lord alone shall be exalted"

and useless, but unpractical, for those 
using small supplies or yard hy- 
drants. 
As far as we have learned 


meters have been discarded except 
where a large quantity of water is 
used for manufacturing or other pur- 
poses. 
In our opinion a 
better, 


cheaper and more satisfactory rem- 
edy would be to appoint an inspector, 
one who is acquainted with plumbing 
and plumbing fixtures, to visit such 
places as are suspected of allowing 
water to waste, either by careless- 
ness or leakage, and give the owners 
a reasonable time to have the same 
remedied, under a forfeit of a fine. 
These wastes would come upon own- 
ers of buildings who have sewer con- 
nections and cannot be detected ex- 
cept by investigation. 
Mr. Statler 


then speaks of what would be the 
consequence if a fire were to take 
place and end in disastrous results. 
This may happen but, if the citizens 
would promptly give the alarm in 
their immediate neighborhood, the 
fire company, with perhaps a little

And now for the increased supply 


of water -from the mountain that Mr. 
Statler would like to have (and so 
would everybody else who does not 
get it) he recommends the piping of 
the stream from the spring to the 
reservoir 
to 
prevent 
evaporation. 


This would be a mistake; upon inves- 
tigation it has been found by meas- 
urement that there is more water at 
the outlet than at the head of the 
stream. 
It is well known that for 


several months there has been a 
shortage of water throughout the 
state, causing mills to stop and mines 
to lie idle. 
How could we expect 


our little mountain spring, over 200 
feet above the town, to keep up its 
supply? 


He then speaks of the Beemiller 


spring not being used. This was ob- 
tained and piped to the Lyon reser- 
voir and was pronounced a failure, 
as it is nothing but a sand hole four 
or five feet square. When it rains, it 
is full; when it stops, it is dry. The 
other spring he speaks of is not 
worth piping down. 


There is but one other way to in- 


crease the supply from that vicinity, 
which experts and others think would 
be to blast several hundred feet from 
the upper side of the reservoir and 
tunnel up the mountain for some dis- 
tance. 


As we have no Moses in our com- 


munity, as the children of Israel had 
to smite the rock and make the water 
gush forth, we will have to wait for 
Him who causes the rain to fall, etc.

Cairo, Egypt, January 7, 1909. 


Editor Gazette: 
I have not writ- 


ten you for some time so today will 
let some of my friends know that the 
fleet is parting the water on her way 
home. 
Running from Manila to Co- 


ombo, we had no mishaps whatever, 
and as we reached the first port 
homeward bound we anchored inside 
he breakwater, and 
moored ship 


bow and stern, as the space was very 
small for the fleet and all the mail 
teamers. 


Liberty was granted then to spe- 


3ial first-class men only, and I put 
ny name in for an excursion up to 
ECandy; this place is 70 miles from 
olombo, on the top of a mountain. 


On our way up the scenery was 
grand; when we arrived the natives 
did everything possible to make us 
njoy ourselves. 
We had quite a 


ime when we were shown into a 
lumber camp and there you could see 
elephants taking the place of cranes 
and derricks; I judge there were 200 
elephants in the town used as horses 
and street cars. Ivory was sold to us 
very cheap, also jewels. 
I bought 


several moonstones and opals. 
At 
't 


p. m. we started back and we no 
sooner came aboard than we coaled 
ship; after this job was done we 
pulled out for a run to Suez, Egypt, 
arriving there on January 3. 


The excursion party was preparing 


to leave the ship for a run to Cairo. 
The whole trip cost 
only three 


pounds, that is $15 in gold. We left 
Suez by rail and arrived in Cairo ?t 
11:30 p. m., Sunday, were taken to 
the Mercedes Hotel and 
assigned 


rooms, then we were given liberty 
until Wednesday, 7 a. m. I took in 
everything 
possible, especially 
the 


Biblical part of Cairo. I saw Jacob's 
Well and as it is only seven feet deep 
you can see the bottom easily; the 
water left it years ago. 
I also saw 


the old church, all crumbled, and in 
one place is a hole in the ground 
which is said to be the exact spot 
where the Virgin Mary came down. 
I also saw the old Cafarelli, Kail 
Bey, and the El Azhar Mosques. Af- 
ter seeing these places we hired a 
camel and took in the citadel and th3 
tombs. 


At 9 a m. on Wednesday we start- 


ed for the sphinx and pyramids; this 
trip was made on camels 12 miles 
across the Great Desert and there we 
went in camp, a regular camel camp. 
The men and officers all had a great 
time inspecting the three pyramids, 
which are made of blocks of stone 
and all inscribed. 
At the top you 


could see some sailors and marines; 
I started with them but only got 
about half way when my nerve gave 
out. 
I went on about 100 yards to 


the sphinx. The nose is completely 
smashed but otherwise it looks fine. 
I think our guide told us the pyra- 
mids were 478 feet high and the 
sphinx about 40 or 50 feet in height. 
We came back to Cairo all feeling 
fine, and before leaving for Port Said 
we were shown the place in the bull- 
rushes on the banks of the Nile 
where Moses was found. 


We arrived in Port Said about 11 


p. m. and waited until next day at 3 
p. m. before the Missouri got through 
the canal. We have lots of souvenirs 
of Jerusalem and the Holy Land. On 
Saturday morning we pulled out of 
Port Said for Athens, Greece, and 
are due there Monday, January 11, at 
S a. m. 
We will remain there six 


days and go to Saloniki, Turkey. 
From there we have a short run to 
Smyrna, Turkey, a distance of 225 
miles. Now comes our ever-welcome 
trip from Smyrna to Negro Bay, Mo- 
rocco; this place is the lasc stop on 
our cruise around the world. 
Wo 


will all assemble there on February 
1 and coal up,leave February 6 for a 
15-day run into Hampton Roads. 


On Fcbruaiy 22 President Roose- 


velt will review the fleet and each di- 
vision will be inspected, ship by ship, 
and then the fleet will break up and 
the ships will proceed to their re- 
spective navy yards. I am not sure 
whether the marines will be taken 
off in Hampton Roads or not, if not 
there then wo will be transferred up- 
on our arrival in Boston, Mass.

'Old 
Life of Man Who Tore Down 


Glory" Saved by Brother. 


The 7th Virginia cavalry was com- 


manded by Col. Charles T. Offerai, 
lilx-Gin ernor of Virginia, and was one 
of the last bodies of Confederate sol- 
diers to surrender in the Valley. 
Capt. Summers and Koontz were 
tramping up the pike on their way 
horn:,-, when, near the fatal 
spot 


wJtieris they were shot, they met two 
fatraggliug: Union cavalrymen, each 
leading an extra horse. 
The Confed- 


erates, being filled with bad whiskey, 
the old spirit mixed with the fire of 
Hades took possession of them, and 
ttiey concluded they had walked far 
enough. They halted the Union sol- 
ui.ers and demanded the extra horses, 
which, demand was refused. 
Capt. 


Summers being an officer had his 
side arms. 
There were several shoes 


fired but nobody was hurt. 
The 


Union soldiers gave up the extra 
horses and the Confederates mounted 
and. rode away. 


To be clearly understood, I will

and suffering; tried to prevent his 
son from entering the Confederate 
army but could not. 
The sad ending 


of Captain Summers brought his old 
mother to an untimely grave, and 
great sorrow to his aged father in his 
loneliness and declining years.

neighborhood a returned Confederate 
by the name of Dick Dofflemjer, who, 
hearing of this, filled himself with 
apple jack, came to the village, cut 
the flag polo down, tied the flag to 
his horse's tail and rode back and 
forth through the village until the 
flag was torn to pieces. 
Tho said 


Dofflemyer had a brother who was 
one of the men who helped to raise 
the flag, a true and sorely-tried 
Union man, who realized the seri- 
ous offense his brother had commit- 
ted; 
that according to the law of all 


civilized 
nations the penalty was 


death. The next morning this broth- 
er went io headquarters at Rude's 
Hill to plead for the life of his broth- 
er, not to Colonel Huzzey, but to the 
commanding general. 
ire received 


this information: 
If your brother 


will 
come to these headquarters, 


bring the torn flag with him, take 
tho oath of allegiance and behave 
himself, I will forgive him. Ho went, 
took tho oath and his life was saved. 
That brother who pleaded for the 
life of his brother lived in tho lower 
end of this county for several years. 


Had common humanity been exer- 


cised, to say nothing of the higher 
law of the Divine Teacher, who said 
"blessed nre the merciful for they 


shall 
obtain 
mercy." 
If 
Captain 


Summers and Koontz had received 
the same mercy and forgiveness that 
Dofflemyer received, I have no doubt 
they would have lived honorable and 
useful lives for they were young mgja 
of excellent character and of the best 
families. 


But such is the result of war and 


the passing of authority to men who 
will allow passion to guide them in 
their actions with their 1'ellowman! 
The time is coming when the Judge 
of all the earth will do right. Now 
I ask my old comrades who read this, 
if they know of an error to kindly 
correct it. 
I want to be truthful. 


And now, Mr. Editor, I wish to thank 
you for publishing my humble pro- 
ductions, and if it should meet your 
approval, I would like to tell of the 
past and present hospitality and cus- 
toms of the people of the beautiful 
Shenandoah Valley.

Y first meeting with General) 


George A. Custer was when 
I was a scout in the de- 
partment of the Missouri, 


In the Spring of 1867. 
At this time 


General Custer's regiment, the Sev- 
enth cavalry, United States army, was 
«£ Fort Larned, on Pawnee trork, near 
the Arkansas river. 


One evening the general arrived at 


Foat Hays from Fort Harker. He bad 
•with him only two officers and three 
orderlies. 
The general told Captain 


Ovenshine, who was In command of 
Fort Hays at the time, that he wished 
to leave Fort Hays the next morning 
at daylight to join his regiment and 
•wanted a guide who knew the country, 
'one that would make no mistake, well 
jmounted, to guide him to Fort Larned. 
' Captain Ovenshine sent for me and 
,told me to be ready sharp at daylight 


is really quite a horse you are riding 
there." 


"Oh, he isn't warmed up yet, gen- 


eral," I said. "He doesn't 50 good un- 
til he 'gets his second wind." 


By this time the mule was really be- 


ginning to show his staying qualities 
ovf r the Kentucky horse that the gen- 
eral was riding, and the general could 
not keep up. 
But the general would 


not give up. and we went on mile 
after mile through the sand hills until 
finally I had actually to wait on the 
general a little. Every once in awhile 
the general would remark about that 
mule. But we went on, and the gen- 
eral still would not give In. We con- 
tinued going until we got within about 
fifteen miles of Fort Larned. Here we 
stopped on a hill to wait for the offi- 
cers and orderlies to overtake us 
When they got up I showed the gen- 
eral a depression In the sand hills and 


The mule would get ahead of the horses. 
to go with General Custer and that he 
•wanted me to have the best mount 
there was at the post. 
At that time 


"the horses at the fort were pretty well 
run down from many chases after In- 
dians, but I was riding and had at 
the time as good a long distance horse 
as I have ever known, and he was a 
mule. The general himself was riding 
a Kentucky thoroughbred. 


At daylight I rode up to the com- 


manding officer's quarters, and Cap- 
tain Ovenshine introduced me for the 
first time to General Custer. The gen- 
eral, seeing that I was mounted on a 
mule, said to Captain Ovenshine: 


"Captain. I haven't got time to dilly 


dally along the road with a mule, 
see that my guide here is mounted on 
a mule. I want him to have a horse 
and a good one." 


I said, "General, this Is the best 


horse at the fort, and I assure you 
that he won't be much behind you 
when you reach Fort Larned." 


The captain explained to the genera 


tbit the horses were in pretty bac 
condlti" at the tort and that he hac 
heard me brag so much about tha 
mule that he felt quite sure that the 
beast was all right. 


The general seemed a little displeas- 


ed and said. "Well, if that is the best 
you have I will have to put up with 
It." 


We mounted and started out on the 


road. For the first fifteen miles to 
Smoky Hill river there was a good 
•wagon road, and as we rode along the 
general asked me numerous questions 
In regard to the country and the In- 
dians, and thus we talked along mile 
after mile. But the general was going 
at a pretty rapid gait, and my mule 
jwas not very speedy on the start, but 
I knew he would finish all right. So 
,when the general was not looking 1 
•would put the spurs to the mule a lit- 
tle to wake him up. However, I kept 
alongside of the general until I got to 
Smoky Hill river. I noticed that the 
old mule was not panting much, but 
the horses were. 
I told the general that this would be 


the last water for forty-five miles un- 
til we got near Larned; that It would 
be best to water the horses there, and 
If the men required any water they 
had better fill up their canteens, which 
they did. 


jB'rom this point we struck into the 


sand hills, leaving all roads. It was 
pretty sandy and pretty heavy travel- 
ing for horse or mule, but I made up 
xny mind that I would show the gen- 
«iral from there on that I had spoken 
Jthe truth about the mule. So when the 
general was not looking at mo I would 
put the spurs to him, and as ho would 
lunge ahead I would say: 
' "Whoa, there! Take It easy, old fel- 
low. Don't get to frettln'." 


Wo went on like that for a mile or 


BO. The mule would get ahead of the 
horses, and whenever the general 
wasn't looking I would spur him, nnd 
as the mule would forgo ahead I 
iwould pat him to calm him down. 


Finally tfie general remarked, "That 


told him that that was the Pawnee 
Fork creek and that all we bad to do 
was to follow the creek down and we 
would come to the fort. 


'Now, general," I said, "if you have 


any urgent dispatches that you want 
taken to your commanding officer, if 
you will gr<-e them to me I will take 
them on. and have them delivered f> 
him. You cannot help but find your 
way." 


Ah," he said, "you are kidding me 


about what I said in regard to that 
mule. 
Well," turning to one of the 


officers, "you bring the escort In. Fol- 
low the direction we are going, and I 
will go on with Cody." 


And we started, I giving him as live- 


ly a ride as his horse could stand until 
we reached the fort That night the 
general's horse died. The next morn- 
Ing at guard mount I rode up to the 
headquarters of Fort Larned, which 
was commanded by Captain Dainger- 
field Parker, with whom the general 
was stopping, and reported to him. I 
said that If he had no further use for 
me I would return to my own fort and 
that if he had any dispatches he wanted 
taken back to Fort Hays I would take 
them, as I expected to get there In 
eight hours on the same mule. 


He laughed and said "Well. I will 


never say anything against a mule 
again."

Among the many army officers under 


whom I have served one of my earliest 
experiences was with Major General 
Eugene A. Carr, retired. General Carr 
was a graduate of West Point when 
cabins were more plentiful than frame 
houses in upper New York state, 
whence he came. Graduating in 1850, 
he went to the frontier and graduated 
in that old school that made him one 
of the best of Indian fighters. 


In 3808 I first met him when I was 


a scout for Colonel Royal's command, 
whom he succeeded. It has been the 
pride of my career that, he being an 
officer of -such wide experience and 
ability, I secured his esteem and 
friendship, snid in his \\ritings he ha« 
been very generous in alluding to mj 
services. 
1 had the honor of serving 


•with him in many trying campaigns 
notably in that which culminated in 
his success over Tall Bull, who had 
long been the terror of the plains with 
what is known as the "dog soldiers," 
•who were renegades recruited from a 
dozen disappointed tribes and were 
composed of the most \i< ious, fanj.u<.M 
Indians 
w no were opposed to 
the 


YiluLc man's intrusion iu the west Tin- 
depredation? were of a teriifyiug n;i 
ture, and Carr was delegated to pun 
ish them at all haz.irds. Their roijtin 
uous pursuit for many months was a 
very trying one, as they emplovod tli 
Indians' methods of ann03"ancc> m ai 
tack by safely scattering when hard 
pressed. 
Knowing that only strnU>i;i< 


cunning could eventually effect sub- 
jugation or dispersal, General Carr 
proved by his persistent energy and 
strategy that he was equal to the sit 
uatlon. It was during the c-ontinuor. 
pursuit of these -warriors that 1 met 
one of my cTosest calls In an incident il 
fight which occurred at a point called 
Elephant rock. 
It was In (he spring 


of 1869 that we reached Elephant 
rock, which is a point on a rock 011 
the south side of Beaver valley, where 
I found an Indian trail going down 
the Beaver, and, following it. the com- 
mand went into camp. The general or- 
dered Lieutenant Ward to follow It, I 
being already on the scene 
1 was 


keeping the Indians in sight T\ hile cov- 
ering my presence from thorn, when 
somewhat to the left, almost parallel 
witn them, I heard firing, and I after- 
ward 
ascertained 
that Lieutenant 


Ward was In a skirmish so premature 
that at one time It threatened to rut 
mo off. 


General Cnrr left the command un- 


der Major Brown to follow with the 
wagons, and the Indians, skirmishing 
with great daring, put up a game fight. 
General Carr followed 
them until 


nearly dark and returned to meet and 
protect the wagons. Forming bis men 
In a hollow square, he made an orderly 
retreat, the Indians showing great per- 
tinacity In their skirmish tactics, so 
ranch BO that the general got a bullet 
through the scabbard of his saber. 
Meeting the wagons and getting Into a 
good position, he went Into camp, but 
the Indians stayed around all night, 
emitting the cries of owls and coyotes. 


M omul. Next day the Indian* w*r» 
'followed, and sMrrnlsbing was kept Tip 
Incessantly. Lieutenant Scbenofsky on 
that occasion came near being am- 
bushed and bad a few men killed. 
This" continuous skirmishing was kept 
up for three days, with myself almost 
continuously In the saddle, and while 
we were in front the general sounded 
the officers* call f* consultation. 1 
will permit General Carr to tell the 
story of an affair In which he punished 
the Indians severely, while the story 
relates also to my connection with the 
matter: 


"I had heard some firing in front, 


where the advance guard had gone out 
of sight. My orders were for the ad- 
vance jruard to regulate on-the raair 
column and always keep in sight of It, 
but as Major Babcock and Lieutenant 
W. P. Hall, now General Hall, were so 
ambitious and anxious for a fight 1 
thought I would give them a chance, 
and so I let them alone. After hasty 
consultation regarding lack of supplies 
I sent a bugler to recall the advance 
guard. He came back saying bf> could 
not reach them, as thev were sur- 
rounded by Indians. The Indians had 
got into four ravines which headed 
near the trail, two on each side. The 
half do^en had led th*» advance on 
with insulting gestures and defiant 
words (some could speak and swear ID 
English), and when they came between 
the ravines the whole poured ou1 
around them. Babcock dismounted Ms 
men and formed them In a circle and 
stood the Indians off. I sent Lieuten 
ant Brady with the next company to 
open communications, and the Indians 
supposing the whole command was 
coming, went on as before. 


"Reaching the scene, we could see 


the Indians scattering in retreat. A 
figure with apparently a red cap rose 
slowly on the hill. For an Instant I 
puzzled me. as it wore a buckskin am" 
had long hair. 
But on seeing the 


horse I recognized that it was Cody's 
Powder Face and saw that it was 
'Buffalo Bill* without his broad brim 
med sombrero. 
On closer inspection 


I saw that his bead was swathed In a 
bloody handkerchief, which served no 
only as a temporary bandage, but as a 
chapeau, his hat having been shot off 
the bullet plowing his scalp badly fo 
about five inches. It had ridged alonjj 
the bone and was bleeding profusely 
a very close call, but a lucky escape 
However, it would not do to turn back 
immediately after such Impudence, s 
I took to the gallop and ran them fo 
twelve miles to and across the Repub 
llcan and up the bluffs on the south 
side, where they acted In their usual 
aggravating style by scattering in 
every direction after dropping a gooc 
deal of plunder. We could see them 
on the distant hill, but could not catc 
them under the circumstances or with 
out means of some counter strategi 
Cunning, so we went back and camp 
ed north of the Republican 
The ad 


vanoe guard had been relieved and 
the Indians severely punished, with a 
loss on our side of but four or five 
killed and a few wounded, this with 
Babcoclc's horse wounded and Cody's 
narrow escape as the resulting casual- 
ties. The object of the campaign was 
nearly accomplished, but our greatest 
need was supplies, which the hot trail 
had sidetracked in the excitement of 
the necessary pursuit of the defiant 
foe. 
As the country was Infested with 


Indians and it was fifty miles to the 
nearest supply point. Fort Kearny, on 
consultation with Cody he decided that 
it would be best to undertake the job 
himself, a point characteristic of him. 
as he never shirked duty or faltered 
In emergencies. I gave him the best
